Evidently 'anticipating a bombard- 


raent by the fleet, 1,000 natives vacated 
the main part of the city of Malabon 
Saturday night, leaving a few to burn 
down the town. Gen. Wheatoa's brig- 
ade, 
composed of the Second Oregon 


regiment and the Twenty-Second and 
Twenty-Third infantry, stretched out 
along the railroad from Calopcan to 
the Tuliahan river, was powerless to 
prevent the withdrawal, owing to the 
natural obstacles and to the strong op- 
position. A eolumn'of smoke at day- 
break was the first-Intimation of the 
Filipinos' intention, but 
others- fol- 


lowed at various points, all soon blend- 
ing in a dense'balloon-shaped cloud. 
The names of the burning buildings 
could be plainly seen from Caloocan, 
despite the strong sunlight.^ By 11 
o'clock in the morning the only build- 
ing of importance not destroyed in the 
center-of the town was a large stone 
church, hut eyen;. at noon fresh, fires 
were started among tne native huts in 
the outskirts of :Malabon^althoiigh> the 
genera] •exo"diis: took place much'earlier. 
Many of the Filipinos sought refuge 
in the suburbs Navotas and Casag, or 
were driven inland by the shells of the 
Helena. Callao,. Ningdapan and La- 
guna de-Bay. ' 


In the meantime Gen. -Wheaton's 


brigade held the-railroad to the river, 
but was .unable either to repair the 
bridge, which had been destroyed by 
the natives, or to advance, owing to 
the'opposition and the hills on the 
other side. 


The calculations of both- Gen. Hale 


and Gen. Harrison Gray Otis, whose 
brigades constituted Gen.. MacArthur's 
division, were much interfered with by 
the character: of the country, in front 
of'both, and the natives were able to 
take advantage of this, so that the op- 
erations against Novaliches and Polo 
were delayed, though the Tight wing 
of the division swung but, sweeping 
the Filipinos in a northwesterly direc 
tion.' '-'. 
' Gen. Wheaton's headquarters Satur- 
day night were a half-mile south of the 
river, on.'the railroad. The opposite 
bank was protected by a blockhouse 
and intrench'ments. 
Occasionally th'e 


artillery and infantry fired across the 
stream; Sunday morning the .engineers 
moved a construction train up to the 
bridge, the iron framework of which 
remained, and began to replace the 
floor. While this was going on ' the 
Second Oregon regiment crossed the 
river on the left and the Twenty-Sec- 
ond on the right, with four companies 
of the Twenty-Third infantry support- 
ing the latter .regiment.

A religion without its ; idealities will 


be powerless "to1 move or comfort men. 
:A human spirit is too large to. be con- 
fined within jth'e limits of rocks and 
stars. " In. religion, where I cannot walk 
I will go in 'dreams, and where I cannot 
enter with actual presence I will fling 
my fancies. To the heights I cannot 
scale; with feetl "will fly with hope, and 
the'-. scense I cannot look upon with 
eyes I will picture in :'my imagination. 
For.if there be;,no' heaven of rapturous 
joys or' reunions of happy spirits, the 
world will sing and .dream :of them un>. 
til the blaciskysareb'.azing .with light! 
And may not' our;, dreams be prophetic 
of these realities?^ 


It 'would.be; hazardous,, to good sense 


and morals to enforce' dreams as a safe 
medium of divine revelation for human 
action. Dangerous to assume that God 
.talks with men' most'•?willingly when 
they are asleep. For.if you :\yill recall 
the history of the religious movements 
of irrational character "aia'd sometimes 
immoral tendency, '.you will find they 
had their beginning in a dream. And 
when anybody, wanted a special revela- 
tion they always.went to sleep to get it. 
.Emanuel Swedenburg dreamed, and his 
visions are the charm and the guide of 
1 some of the noblest of earth. Anna 
lies 
dreamed 
and 
the 
Shakers 


began their contortions. Every social- 
istic anil religious community that has 
withdrawn from common life' for the 
practice of .their ideas have invariably 
been, a company of dreamers, often bril- 
liant, but always visonary and' imprac- 
ticable. . Joseph . Smith had . a dream 
and from his . -vision started a moving 
.insane asylum, and 
: before it reached 


Utah it became a house 6f prostitution, 
nnd' this nation has had fifty years of 
legislation to chase that phantom away. 
And;I do not forget Brook Farm of Uni- 
tarian, origin.-none the less visionary be 
cause of its high personal character. 


Of the dreams of philosophy I wish to 


speak. There are prominent in the 
world today 
; two divergent trends of 


thought among those who are in search 
for the 'Ultimate principles oMife. . The 
one seeks to stand face to face .with the 
ego the essence of being and interprets 
all the phenomina of matter as. a mere 


- shadow, of that hidden essence. 
The 


other travels outward and sees in matter 
the sum and substance^ of all that is. 
The former is "the oriental. philosophy 
based on the .dreamy speculations of oc- 
cultism. The latter is the deductions 
of purely scientific data and-.these have 
developed a new.'cult that attempts an 
explanation of the. laws gpvering unus- 
ual mental;phenomnia. 


This oriental.habit of thought that 


seeks to wrap itself up in itself;to the 
exclusion of all. external impressions is a; 
specie of intellectual 'monasticism and is 
certain to cause, a sleep filled with 
dreams that may become . the .normal 
state. Men''will have a religion . that 
satisfies u spiritual demand and in the 
shifting of ;the current theology all are 
sot Attracted; by unadorned "scientific 
statements. 


It is a dangerous habit to look in- 


ward with steadfast gaze. 
The inner 


dpmuin is as vast as the outer, and more 
mysterious. Its seas are air broad and 
deep, and more treacherous. -Its forests 
areas.dense and more difficult of 
ex- 


ploration. Many a mill; has gone so far 
into himself as not to have returned 
again.to earth. And yet. .there may be 


a philosophy more subtle than reason, 
nnd deeper than tears. "For I fatn per- 
suaded that there are more things in 
heaven and earth, Horatio, than are 
dreampt of in thy philosophy." 
But 


then I say that the inward: look shut in 
from earth makes .dreamers.of men and 
divorces thought "from the main business 
of life. It is a fact that the asylums of 
the world are filled with subjective phil- 
osophers. 


•It is the man who .thinks to all points 


of the com pas that keeps his moral and 
mental balance. 


Nothing but the scientific spirit, and 


method will rescue religion from error 
and superstition. A half truth is more 
dangerous than a whole .falsehood. It 
is prudent to make .a half .dollar do the 
business of h whole dollar whether in. 
religion or commerce. 
We need the 


ideal, but we need the' practical earth to 
give us true standards of measurements.
